later Kasparov ployed stronger, 
which proved cjnlte effective. 
Black failed to better (hell game 
as before and lo reduce tension 
sacrificed their Queen for a 
Rook and two pieces. Finding 
himself in severe time trouble 
Belyavsky resigned tn the 39lh 
move and KAsparov, who spent 
only 50 minutes on that game, 
now leads again. 3—2.

New York. The United States 
baa begun a "Vietnemlzatlon 11 
uf the conflict In Si Salvador, 
Becking to drown In blood tho 
popular uprising against the 
Washington henchmen. The 
latest step the Americans have 
taken In this direction is 1o 
adopt a new programme with 
which to "paciry" tho rural 
area 9 In that Intln American 
country, writes "The Now York 
Times". 

It Is mndcled on a similar 
scheme which (ho United Stales 
launched during Its criminal war 
agaluot Vielnant. The news- 
paper has Information that the 
new "pacification" programme 
has been drawn up by llm l)S 
Stale Department, the American 
L'mbasiy in San Salvador, and 
hy Salvadoran officers. It has 
taken nhnut two years to com- 
plete, and, according to “News- 
week". It will require a sharp 


escalation in Ihe American pre- 
sence in El Salvador. 

The programme provides for 
masslvo strikes against the "ba- 
ses" of the patriotic forces, iso- 
lation of the patriots from the 
civilian population, and deploy- 
ment In rural areas of "special- 
ly trained’ 1 battalions and para- 
military "militia" detachments, 
The backbone of this "militia 1 ' 
corps Is medo up of ultra 
right-wing thugs who arc carry- 
ing out reprisals against civi- 
lians. 

To achieve th!> sinister goal, 
I ha Reagan administration plans 
sharp Increases In military aid 
to she dictatorship. In the cur- 
rent fiscal year the White House 
lias decided to seek congression- 
al approval to raise (his aid lo 
13f>.3 min dollars. It also plans 
to earmark 227.1 min dollars to 
sccuro the "economic" basis of 
tint new programmo. 
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MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 
OVER IN FRANCE 


Parti, (n France, the municipal 
election* are over. After the 
first round of tho elections, In 
which the right-wingers polled 
more than 50 per cent of tho 
vote, tho parties of Ihe left have 
mobilized their supporters, and 
II Is esllmatsd that more than 
half of the voles In tho major 
cities In the second round of the 
elections swung back In their 
favour. 

According to statistics 
released by Ihe Ministry of the 
Interior, the left-wing will bead 
municipal councils In most 
major French cities, even 


though they have lost 30 towns 
In the two rounds, It Is stressed 
here that tho right-wing have 
been unable to make good the 
losses they suffered six years 
ago In Ihe previous municipal 
elections, whan Ihe parties of 
the loft took over 61 cities with 
the population of more than 
30 thousand people each. Thus, 
the right wing have failed to 
achlove their goals, They have 
not recovered from their defeat 
in tho 1961 presidential and par- 
liamentary elections and they 
have failed to call doubt on the 
policies of the present govern- 
ment.

A new solar power device 
that converts solar energy Into 
eleclricily has recently been 
tested at lha testing slle In the 
Mojave desert in California.
